COMMITTEE OF MANAGEMENT 


TO THE GOVERNORS AND SUBSCRIBERS 


For the year ending December 31st, 1934.

My Lorps, LADIES AND GENTLEMEN, 


The Committee of Management have the honour to submit 
their report on the work of St. Peter’s Hospital in 1934. 

There was a marked increase in the number of patients 
admitted to the wards, 895 being accommodated during the year 
as compared with 812 in 1933. The daily average number of 
beds occupied was 38-27 compared with 37-1. As the total 
number of established beds is only 39, two in addition being 
available in cases of emergency, it will be seen that the resources 
of the Hospital were fully utilised. Of the patients admitted, 
617 were submitted to operation and 32 of these died, the remain- 
der being cured, relieved, or discharged for further treatment in 
the Out-patient Department or elsewhere. 

The numbers registered in the Out-patient Department 
were approximately the same as in the previous year, there 
being 1,493 new cases with 21,735 attendances, but a striking 
increase occurred in the work of the Departments of Pathology 
and Radiology as is shown by the following comparisons :—

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Blood Transfusion Service. 

On repeated occasions during the year, it was necessary 
to seek the assistance of the British Red Cross blood transfusion 
service, with invariable benefit to the patient concerned. Deep 
gratitude is due to this splendid organisation of voluntary blood 
donors, who are available day or night, at the shortest possible 
notice, to give their most valuable services in the effort to save 
life or relieve suffering. 


Change in Staff. 

During the year Mr. S: Scher, FR-C.S., and Mr. JE. Semple, 
M.D., F.R.C.S., completed their term of office as Resident 
Surgical Officer and House Surgeon, and Mr. J. A. Pocock, 
F.R.C.S., and Mr. K. B. Bridge, F.R.C.S., were appointed in 
succession. 

The resignation of Miss M. A. Joyce, on her appointment as 
Matron of the County Hospital, Lincoln, was regretfully accepted 
by the Committee. In the performance of her duties as Matron 
of St. Peter’s Hospital for nearly nine years, Miss Joyce spared 
no effort to promote the comfort of both patients and nursing 
staff, and displayed great ability for control and economical 
management. The Committee wish her every happiness and 
success in her new sphere of work. 

The vacant office of Matron was duly advertised and from 
a large number of suitable candidates the Committee selected 
Miss K. E. Jelley, Matron of the Whitstable and Tankerton 
Hospital, who received her training at St. Thomas’s Hospital. 


Obituary. 

Although it occurred after the close of the year covered by 
this report, the Committee have to record with the utmost 
regret, the death on February 18th, 1935, of their colleague 
Mr. James Harrington, M,I.E.E, Although he had_ been

associated with the management of the Hospital for only a 
brief period, Mr. Harrington had been most active on its behalf, 
and both his wide professional knowledge and genial personality 
will be greatly missed. 

The Committee also regret to report the death on February 
24th, 1935, of Mr. Irwin H. Beattie, who faithfully served the 
Hospital as Secretary from January Ist, 1894, to January 31st, 
1924. 


The Ladies’ Association and Linen League. 

In their constant endeavour to maintain the work of St. 
Peter’s Hospital, and to reduce its load of debt, the Committee 
cordially acknowledge the active co-operation of the Ladies’ 
Association and Linen League, and are very grateful for the 
untiring efforts of the members to obtain funds and further the 
interests of the Institution. 

During the year, in addition to providing many necessitous 
patients with appliances and the means for obtaining convalescent 
treatment, the Ladies forwarded a most welcome donation of 
£350. The Linen League fully maintained its activities in 
making useful articles for the wards and operating theatre. 


Portrait of the Late Mr. Edwin Fox. 

The Committee are very grateful to Mrs. Edwin Fox for 
her presentation to the Hospital of a handsome portrait of its 
late Chairman, painted by Mr. S. A. Lindsay, V.P.R.M.S. By . 
all his colleagues Mr. Edwin Fox was regarded with the highest 
esteem and affection, and his portrait, which has been hung in 
the boardroom behind the Chair he occupied for so many years, 
will be a lasting reminder of his devotion to the Hospital. 


The late Mr. H. B. Brain. 
Grateful thanks are due to the daughter of the late Mr. H. B. 
Brain, a Life Governor and supporter of the Hospital for many 
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years, for the presentation of a large solid silver tea tray to be 
sold for the benefit. of the funds of the Institution. The Com- 
mittee are considering how best to dispose of the tray, the value 
of which is understood to be about £40. 


Charitable Bequests. 

- Among many to whom deep gratitude is due, the Committee 
wish to record special thanks to Captain Sidney Herbert, M.P., 
for his kind influence with the Executors of the late Mr. 
Michael Herbert, as:a result of which a grant of £1,000 was 
received from the charitable estate of the Deceased. 

. Special attention is also drawn to the legacy of £100 be- 
queathed by the late Mr. Samuel Pace. On more than one 
occasion during the years previous to his death, Mr. Pace 
obtained great relief through surgical treatment received at the 
Hospital, and his method of expressing appreciation, by assisting 
to extend the benefits of the Institution to others, is as welcome 
as it 1s practical. 


Receipt and Expenditure Account. 

The Committee regret to report a deficit of £1,152 2 9 on 
the year’s working, the total expenditure being {£12,664 11 8, 
while the receipts from all sources amounted to £11,512 8 11. 

‘The increase of £459 14 7 in the expenditure was chiefly 
due to additional costs under the heading of “Surgery and 
- Dispensary ’”’ and “ Establishment.’’ The former is accounted 
for by the cost of treating a larger number of patients, and the 
additional medical tests required, while the latter includes the 
expense of repairing and painting the fire escape, which recurs 
only at intervals. 

Although the nett decrease of income was £73 14 8, there 
was a most welcome increase in charitable receipts. Contribu- 
tions made by patients towards the cost of their treatment also 


it 


showed substantial improvement. Receipts from legacies were 
considerably less than in 1933. 
Full comparative details are printed on pages 12 and 13. 


Statistical Costs. 

In view of the marked increase in the activities of the Hospital 
the Committee feel that the statistical costs, which appear in 
detail on pages 16 and 17, compare favourably with those 
of previous years, and must be regarded as reasonable when the 
very expensive nature of the surgical work of the Institution 
is taken into consideration. The expenditure is subjected to 
constant supervision with the object of economising wherever 
possible, without detriment to efficiency. 


General Situation. 

Notwithstanding the constant efforts that are being made to 
increase income and minimise expenditure, the debt continues 
to grow, and at present stands at nearly £16,000. The margin 
of credit is thus becoming perilously low. 

There is no reserve on which to draw, and the work of the 
Institution is maintained, almost from day to day, by charitable 
donations and the contributions of grateful patients. 

The Committee of Management are anxiously considering 
what measures can be taken to make a more widespread appeal 
for support to reduce the heavy load of debt, and meanwhile 
they derive great encouragement in their difficult task from the 
continued sympathetic and practical interest shown by many

as ordinary Life Governors. 


4. Subscribers of One Guinea and upwards are Annual Governors. 


5. The direction and management of this Charity is vested in the 
Patrons, President, Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, and Governors for Life. 
Twelve or more Governors shall be elected annually, who, with the 
Honorary Surgeons, constitute the Committee of Management, which is 
subject to the control of the Governors at large at any General Meeting. 
The Honorary Surgeons and the Honorary Assistant Surgeons shall be 
ex-officio members of the Medical Committee. Other members of the 
Honorary Medical Staff may be appointed to the Medical Committee by 
the Committee of Management on the recommendation of the Medical 


Committee. 


6. The Surgeons must be Fellows of one of the Royal Colleges, or 
Master in Surgery of a University in the United Kingdom, duly registered, 
and not practising Pharmacy or Midwifery either alone or in partnership. 
The age of retirement of the honorary staff shall be 65. Any Member 
of the Medical Staff who, from illness, is absent from the Hospital for 
three months shall, before resuming his duties, obtain a medical 
certificate stating that he is capable of carrying these out. 
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7. No demand upon this Charity exceeding forty shillings shall be 
paid unless the same has been ordered at a Monthly Meeting of the Com- 
mittee of Management, and provided for by a cheque upon the Bankers, 
signed by at least two Members of the Committee of Management, and 
countersigned by the Secretary. 


8. No reward or gratuity is to be taken, directly or indirectly, from 
any patient, by any person employed in the affairs of this Charity, except 
such fees as may be sanctioned by the Committee of Management from 
patients admitted to wards reserved by it for paying patients. 


9. The real and personal property of this Charity shall be vested in a 
Corporate Trustee (hereinafter called the Custodian Trustee) as Custodian 
Trustee on behalf of the Hospital. 


10. The Custodian Trustee shall deal with the property and investments 
held by it as Custodian Trustee, but as to capital and income as may from 
time to time be directed by a Resolution of the Committee of Management. 
The Custodian Trustee shall act on any Resolution of the Committee of 
Management signed by the Chairman of the Meeting at which any Resolu- 
tion is passed, and shail be free from all responsibility or lability in respect 
of all acts and things done in conformity with such Resolution. 


11. The Committee of Management may from time to time direct the 
Custodian Trustee to invest as they may think fit in the purchase of 
Freehold and Leasehold properties, or in any investments for the time 
being authorised by law in the case of trust money, all or any part of the 
existing moneys or funds belonging to this Charity, or such as shall 
hereafter be applicable for investment, and may from time to time vary 
such investments into or for any others of a nature hereby authorised, 
provided that no change of the existing or other investments-shall be 
made without the consent of the Committee of Management. 


12. The Deeds, Securities and Certificates of Investments belonging to 
this Charity shall, while there is a Custodian Trustee for this Charity, be 
kept in the custody of the Custodian Trustee, and shall only be parted 
with by the Custodian Trustee in pursuance of directions contained in a 
Resolution of the Committee of Management. 


13. The Corporate Trustee shall be entitled to remuneration for acting 
as Custodian as may be agreed hetween such Trustee and the Committee 
of Management. 


14. The Committee of Management shall meet on the last Monday in 
every month, at five o’clock p.m. precisely, or any other hour that the 
previous Meeting may appoint, to conduct the general business of the 
Charity, and order the payment of allsums. Three Members to constitute 
a quorum. Special Meetings shall be held as often as may be deemed 


requisite. 


15. Every question coming before the Committee of Management, and 
every question submitted to any General Meeting of Governors for their 
consideration and approval, shall be determined by a majority of the 
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Members of the Committee or of the Governors as the case may be present 
at such respective Meeting. The respective Chairman in each case to 
have a casting vote in case of equality of votes. 


16. All minutes made or resolutions passed at any Monthly or Special 
Meeting of the Committee of Management shall be submitted at the next 
Meeting of the Committee of Management for confirmation. 


17. No new regulation of the Committee of Management shall pass into 
law until the same shall have been submitted to a General Meeting of 
Governors for their consideration and approval. 


18. The Committee of Management shall have the power to co-opt 
one or more additional members to act for the rest of the current year. 
It shall also have the power to fill any vacant office that may occur in the 
Hospital or any new office which it deems expedient to create. When 
making such an appointment to the Medical Staff it shall do so after con- 
sidering a report on it from the Medical Committee. 


19. At the Monthly Meeting in February, the Committee of Manage- 
ment shall consider and make out a list of twelve or more proper persons 
to fill the office of Members of the Committee for the current year, to be 
submitted tor the approval of the Annual General Meeting of Governors, 


20. An Annual General Meeting of the Governors is held at the Hospital 
on some convenient day in the month of March or April for the purpose of 
examining such proceedings of the Committee of Management as have 
taken place during the past year.
